Manual Training Has Been Added To 


Course of Study—Vacation 


Win End Monday 


. The public schools will this year, 
for the first time, offer manual train- 
ing and domestic science to Its stcd- 
ents. These subjects are now being 
taught In mosV of the cities and vil- 
lages of the U. S., and the reports are 
entirely In favor of continuing the 
subjects. Although It willtakesever- 
il years to get these subjects well In- 
stalled Into our schools, the board of] 
education lias decided to get a good 
start this year. To begin with the 
subjects will only be started In the 
sixth, seventh, and eighth grades, 
and In thtfrcshman year of the high 
school. In manual training a special 
room will be fitted up, and pupils will 
be Instructed In the use and care of 
tools, the making of joints, drafting, 
the making of simple articles In wood, 
and later In designing and making 
more pretentious articles of furniture. 
The domestic science will at present 
be liandled by the regular 
grade 


teachers. Instruction will be given 
In darning, patching, the making of 
button holes, the tseof several stitch- 
es, and later the making of simple 
articles of dress and household neces- 
sities. Undoubtedly In time cooking 
will be added, but accommodations 
can not be made* for it this Tear, 
Several years of training In either 
domestic science or manual training 
ought to do much toward teaching 
pupils how do many simple but nec- 
cessary duties about a home.'

schools start Monday, September 13, 
*nd parents are urged to see that 
their children begin their school work 
at once. A little absence at the be- 
ginning may work to so discourage a 
pupil that he will want to stop school. 
If this Is riot the case, he may get so 
far behind that he will have to spend 
two years In a grade. Give your 
children tlie encouragement of an 
early start, and then take s-jch a 
kindly Interest in their work with 
them tliat they will wantto show you 
how well they can do.

crushed in several places by blows 
from some blunt weapon. Blood was 
spattered about the floor and near; 
the body lay a heavy cart stake, the1 
Instrument which was no doubt used 
In causing death. Under one arm the 
victim held his lantern. 


Realizing at once that murder had 


been done Kropp hurried from the 
gruesome scene and spread the news 
of the crime. As the story was circu- 
lated about the city excitment ran 
high and everywhere could be seen 
groups of men discussing the terrible 
deed. • 


SUSPECT Is AERESTED 


The police were Immediately notifi- 


ed of the crime and a search for the 
murderer was Instituted. Suspicion 
fell on Louis Aseline, an employe of 
the company, who It Is said liad come 
to work that night in an intoxicated 
condition and was told by Wm. Gil- 
ley, the day foreman, tliat he would 
not be allowed to enter upon his du- 
ties while In such a state. It Isclaim 
ed tliat Aseline labored under the Im- 
pression that Schofield,- the night 
foreman, was using his Influence to 
have him lose his place at the plant. 
The man left the mill In anger and 
to several people whom he met threat- 
ened te do Schofield great bodily harm 
even Intimating death. 


the conclusion ot the examinations 
the jury brought In the following 
verdict "that Wm. Schofield came to 
his death by a blow struck with a 
club in the hands of one, Louis Ase- 
line-"

As night foreman at the mill Mr.

Hid- 
ng In the darkness the tiend no 
ioubt sneaked upon his victim and 
with the heavy stake dealt the cruel 
blows that brought death. 
Alone 


and .unarmed the unfortunate man 
was powerless to defend himself iu 
the face of such a brutal attack. 


No one but a, person thoroughly 


familiar with the plant and surround- 
ings .could have gained access to the 
basement where the 
murder took 


place. At night it Is a difficult place 
to venture and a stranger could not 
liave found his way there. * From a 
truck on the main floor of the fac- 
tory a stake was missing which was 
identified as the stake found near 
Mr. Schtield's body. 


DESCRIPTION OF PUISONEK. 


Aseline is a French Canadian about 


fifty years of age. He is an evil look- 
Ing man and it is said tlat he once 
served eighteen years in-prison for 
killing a saloon keeper in Michigan. 
At the county jail he talks but little 
and appears very morose and a trifle 
nervous. 
The authorities 
believe 


that lie will make a full confession of 
the crime before Saturday.
